Aristocracy Strong for a

Balfour Speak. 


London. April 
28.—What Premier 


Asquith described as "this venerable 
guild hall" without whose seal of ap- 
proval no popular movement In Lon- 
don is really launched, witnessed to- 
day a meeting for the adoption or 
resolutions pledging the city to th>; 
support of Anglo-American arbitration. 


The lord, mayor of London in his 


scarlet robes and with the mace In 
front of him held the center of a tem- 
porary stage.- On his right was the 
premier, at his left former Premier 
Batfour. leader of the opposition in 
the house of commons, while massed 
about the mayor was the archbishop 
of 
Canterbury, 
the 
archbishop of 


Westminster, Lord Loreburn, the lord 
high chancellor; Lord Strathcona, high 
commissioner of Canada: Sir Joseph 
G. Ward, premier of New Zealand, and 
other nobles. Over their heads Union 
Jack and Stars and Stripes were en- 
twined. 


Asquith and Falfour.Speak. 


Mr. Asquith and Mr. Balfour spoko 


eloquently for the treaty tlrst pro 
posed by President Taft by declaring 
that it wo'uld mark'a new era In civil- 
ization, but. both pointedly disclaimed 
that a peace pact between Great Bri- 
tain and the United States providing 
'for the submission of all'differences to 
arbitration would mean an alliance oe- 
tween the two countries. 
'" Mr. Balfour warned his hearers, than 
•whom he said none in the world felt 
more the burden of preparing for war, 
that the treaty would not mean the 
Immediate reduction of armaments. 
. The meeting represented 
the de- 


mocracy of England rather than the 
aristocracy. 'Among those bn the plat- 
form were the Bishop of Hereford, the 
Earl of ' Aberdeen, lord lieutenant 01-

It is not for 
us to dictate or to preach to other na- 
tions but if the United States and

tremendous applause, which continued 
until Mr. Balfour rose to second it.

ENGLISH TAXES ENORMOUS. 


(Washington Post.) 


"Great Britain's excessive income tax and the enormous 


death duties are causing many of the wealthy men of Eng- 
land to withdraw their capita! and reinvest their money in 
foreign countries." said Sidney Salamon. a lawyer and cap- 
italist of London, at the Arlington. "We have had an in- 
come tax in Great Britain for years, and despite the effort* 
of Gladstone to bring about a gradual reduction of the tax, 
it has remained us it was. Gladstone, in fact, did not favor 
an income tax. This tax is particularly heavy upon men of 
wealth, because on all incomes above $3,000. besides the 
one shilling and tv.-0 pence on each hundred pounds, there 
is an additional tax of one shilling and eight pence. With 
this heavy tax to pay during lifetime, estates on the death 
of the owners arc taxed at the rate of 15 per cent., which. 
it can readily be s<?<>n. is enormous. This inheritance tax 
or death duty, as it is railed in England. is the mnin cause 
r.f tne dissatisfaction that oxists with our personal tax sys- 
tem. and Is causing a groat deal of money to be tak«n out 
of thc country. 
A great part of this money is being in- 


v-stcd in South America, cspt-rially in the Argentine, which.

"LIGHT" ON THE STREET LIGHT QUESTION | 


v 


Editor Sentinel. 


Before destroying thousands of dol- 


lars worth of wiudoiv and commercial 
private lighting in the downtown dis- 
trict of Fort Wayne—costly window 
exhibits ana displays -which represent 
the most advanced ideas and efforts of 
our most progressive and enterprising 
business meu—before doing 
this, I 


say, would it not be well to pause and 
retlect on the consequences? Why are 
the enterprising merchants in the mer- 
cantile districts of every American city 
today spending thousands of dollars In 
constructing spacious plate glass show 
windows extendjng down to the side- 
walk in which to exhibit their linest 
fabrics and . most costly wares, and 
then spending thousands more for ar- 
tistic illumination at night? Why do 
they In many instances screen those 
windows oft from their salesrooms in 
the rear, thus shutting out daylight 
from thc latter, necessitating large 
outlays for artificial lighting in day 
time? There must be a reason for this. 
What is it? It pays. One hour's ex- 
hibit of those windows to the passing 
crowd on a fair evening, when skill- 
fully illuminated with the brilliant but 
soft radiance of the Tungsten Incan- 
descent lamps is worth more to the 
merchant that a whole day's exhibit In 
daylight hours. This window display 
and electric sign illumination l» a very 
valuable business asset of the mer- 
chant, equally so as the exp'enslve ad- 
vertising space which he buys from the 
newspaper, and it likewise lends value 
to the property occupied by thc mer- 
chant.

Wayne. Mr. Wood nor anybody else 
hns any right to institute any street 
lighting scheme that will In any way 
lesson Its value or effectiveness. 


Two propositions are now being con- 


sidered 
for installing in downtown 


streets a special street lighting system/ 
The two systems -ire as widely differ- 
ent no day and night, and equally so 
in the resulting effects. One of these 
systems called the Tungsten, or more 
properly the ornamental incandescent 
lamp system, Is the system advocated 
today by every electric light associa- 
tion in the country; also by the (len- 
eral Electric, Westinghouse and other 
manufacturing concerns In their bulle- 
tins and circulars on 'the subject, and 
also by the live merchants in every 
cit.v where special downtown 
street 


lighting systems are now being in- 
stalled, even though they (the mer- 
chants) have to pay thc entire cost Of 
running the system as they frequently 
flo. This system as proposed in Fort 
Wayne consists in first removing all 
street arc lamps with their intense 
white light from the blocks or streets 
to be lighted, placi"? them along thc 
other or residence streets where they 
are most needed and most useful, nnd 
substituting ten ornamental standards 
in each block along the curb line, each 
standard to be capped with a cluster of 
five Tungsten lamps and globes. 


This system wherever installed pre- 


sents a very beautiful and ornamental 
effect both day and night, gives an il- 
lumination in quantity and quality that 
exactly corresponds and harmonizes 
with the private commercial illumina- 
tion and lends to the street an aspect 
ot tone, dignity and elegance that can- 
not he equaled by any other system of 
illumination. 


The other system, sometimes- called 


the "white way" system, consists in 
placing likewise along the curb line (in 
this case eight powerful magnetite arc 
lamps) in each block, lighting up the 
street with an intense white light 'to 
sufch a degree as to completelj- ecflpse 
the soft radiance of- the incandescent 
lighting of windows and signs. Eight 
here is where one of the vital features 
of .this downtown lighting proposition 
comes in. 
Mr. Wood says that the 


powerful arc light is suggestive of life' 
and daylight conditions, but it is more 
suggestive of'something else. It would 
make our most important mercantile 
street a veritable "pike" or "bowery"— 
I should say a "midway"—on which 
the citizen would instinctively listen, 
expecting to hear the bark of the street 
faker, the hoarse voice of the man with 
the megaphone or the monotonous ca- 
dence of the musical accompaniment of 
thc "couchy conchy' dance. 
Such a 


scheme of illumination might be tol- 
erated during a week of revelry ac- 
companying a carnival or street fair, 
but not as a permanent institution. 
In speaking thus of this latter system 
of special street lighting, it must not 
be understood that the writer is speak- 
ing: in any disparaging manner what- 
soever of Mr. Wood's new magnetite 
arc lamp. On the contrary, I believe 
the city of Fort Wayne should offord 
Mr. Wood every opportunity to exhibit 
it in a manner most advantageous to 
the lamp itself, and in a way in which 
its merits as an arc light would bo 
most conspicuous. In explanation I 
will say that Mr. Wood's magnetite 
arc lamp is not. as some people may 
think, an entirely new kind of electric 
lamp or light, particularly adapted to 
downtown ornamental lighting. In that 
respect it is no different from all the 
other lamps used for 
lighting 
our 


streets, which are what is known as 
General Electric magnetite arc lamps, 
operating on four ampere circuits, and 
which were snld to the city of Fort 
Wayne by the Fort Wayne 
Electric 


works. Mr. Wood's new lamp is simply 
a Fort Wayne model of this type of 
lamp. Intended for thc same kind of 
service as the others. In fact, if one 
of tho city's street lamps 
(s.iy 
at 


Wayne and Calhoun streets) was re- 
moved nnd provided with ,1 white glass 
globe and suspended alongside of Mr. 
Wood's lamp nt Berry and Calhoun 
streets.1 then lighted nt ni;ht, nobody 
could tftll the. difference. 
In addition, 


it is a well known Tact—not a theory— 
tbnt the intense white light of the -"rr

There are ISO miles of streets in Fort 
Wayne that have to be lighted with arc 
lamps similar to Mr. Wood's.

proposed to light less than one mile 
in the mercantile district only with a 
special ornamental system of street 
lighting similar to what is in use in a 
hundred other cities. Over this great 
area of city streets Mr. Wood has a 
most excellent field to exhibit and dis- 
play his new lamp; in fact, display It 
to far better advantage of the lamp 
itself than in the restricted downtown 
district surrounded on all sides with 
other forms of illumination. Mr. Wood, 
however, claims recognition on the 
ground ot economy. He claims that 
the extra cost of power 
with

tungsten will be J44.40 per block per 
year more than with the magnetite arc 
light system.

For instance, this municipal 
lighting plant, which Is intended to 
furnish the current for this lighting 
system, is not (as some people may 
imagine) a little "dinky" affair, intend- 
ed to light the streets of the city with 
magnetite arc lamps only, requiring 
but 200 or 300 horse power to do it. 
But on the contrary it is a great mod- 
ern electric light- ana power plant, 
having a capacity of 3,400 horse power 
designed and intended for supplying 
thousands of horsepower for driving 
the machinery of our factories, with 
electric motors during the day and for 
lighting up the homes of our people as 
well as supplying light and power for 
the hotels, theaters, banks, schools, 
churchesvofflce buildings, hospitals and 
mercantile .houses both day and night. 
For lighting the streets of the city with 
magnetite arc lamps requires but 1SS 
kilowatts, while the plant is equipped 
with three turbine generators havine 
a capacity of 2,500 kilowatts. If all the- 
power capacity of the city plant was 
used in operating magnetite arc lamps 
such as Mr. Wood's, or those on the 
city streets, it would suffice to light 
two such cities as Detroit anil Indian- 
apolis combined as well as 
those 


cities are now lighted with arc lights. 
and still have several hundred horse- 
power to spare. It must not be sup- 
posed, however, that because only a 
small part of the capacity of the cHy's 
plant is used for street lighting that 
the streets of Fort Wayne are insuf- 
ficiently lighted. 
Nothing could be 


further from the truth. Fort Wayne 
streets are better lighted with arc 
lights than are the streets of either of 
the 
aforementioned 
cities. 
taking 


miles ot streets, population or assessed 
valuation of property as a basis. In 
every city today the requirements for 
electric energy or power for lighting its 
streets with arc lamps is but a small 
part of that required for supplying its 
inhabitants in their homes and places 
of business wUh what is called commer- 
cial light and power service. The es- 
tablishment of the city's plant on the 
broad basis of a general commercial 
light and power sen-ice has resulted in 
cutting down the cost of electric serv- 
ice to the people, so that from S100.000 
to -5150,000 per year is now being saved 
in both private and public service bills. 
Of this amount fully S10.000 per year is 
being saved to the taxpayers in the 
cost of street lighting aione. This re- 
duction has also resulted in a much 
larrer use of electricity for both light- 
in? and power purposes, and has en- 
abled the city to increase the number 
of Us street lights in a greater meas- 
ure in the brief period since the plant 
started than was possible in the ten or 
twelve ycars preceding- thta date. It 
-has also induced the merchants to en- 
Eage in .1 much more -extensive and 
lavish s-.Mie of incandescent illumina- 
tion by way r,f beautiful window and 
electric sicn displays. Fort Wayne's 
municipal plant earned in gross re- 
twelve years preceding that date,

everything to do with it, or it would 
not be recited. In this very limited dis- 
trict there Is a very large amount of 
money paid out for commercial electric 
service. 
Perhaps 
J50.000 per year 


would be a very conservative estimate 
as to amount along the squares or 
blocks covered by the proposed orna- 
mental lighting system. II'.the tungs- 
ten (or in other words, the commer- 
cial alternating current) incandescent 
lighting system is installed, it means 
that the city in installing tbis system 
will lay down In .its new conduits along 
Calhoun street heavy three-inch lead- 
encased cables with lateral branches 
up all the alleys of sufficient capacity 
to furnish each and every block with 
a complete and universal electric light 
and power service. It means that the 
lighting of the tungsten lamps along 
the curb will be merely an adjunct of 
the general ejectric service supplied by 
installing the tungsten system. 
The 


post lights will be controlled 
by a 


switch in every block, the. merchants' 
sign, window and store room will be 
lighted from the same wire that sup- 
plies current for the tungsten clusters 
on his block. By the use of multiphase 
induction motors, printing presses, ele- 
vators and other power requirements 
will also be supplied all from one sys- 
tem of supply and distribution. It will 
thus be seen that tne installation of 
the tungsten street lighting 
system 


will put the city lighting plant in touch 
with a great volume of commercial 
light and power patronage, sufficient!}' 
so, in fact, to remove from the mind 
of the taxpayer as well aa Mr. Wood 
all anxiety as to the additional cost of 
the tungsten system. 
The thousands 


of dollars of commercial business ob- 
tained by the city lighting plant as a 
result of this happy combination of an 
ornamental street lighting system, with 
the commercial lighting 
along the 


street, will not only suffice to defray 
the extra expense of the ornamental 
street /lighting, but will go to swell the 
533,000 surplus annual receipts, a large 
part of which go to the Fort Wayne 
Electric works in the 
purchase of 


meters, transformers, motors, supplies, 
etc., in the extension of the commercial 
light and power service of the munici- 
pal 
plant.

Thomas may ask, "Will the downtown 
merchant 'come across' with his big 


line of,pntronage for the city lighting 
plant when its wires are brought to his 
door and no expense entailed in con- 
necting on?" The answer to that ques- 
tion is that the average Fort Wayno 
business man knows on "which side his 
bread is buttered" when it comes' to 
paying the electric light bilis, and that 
if he. does not know It, a way will be 
found to convince him that a public 
institution that is savins him in some 
instances as much as $1,000 per.yea'r In 
electric service bills' has 
something 


coming from him, in apportioning the 
expense of n special ornamental street 
lighting system largely for liia bene- 
fit. 
The special 
downtown lighting, 


systems are not going to be run at the 
expense of .the general taxpayer or aa 
a burden to the city lighting plant. 
Now, in regard'to the proposed arc 
lamp system, It is hardly necessary to 
say that as it costs $53 per year to run' 
each and every are lamp in the city 
including those on 
Calhoun street, 


where there is one to a block now, It 
will cost eight times as much to light 
Calhoun street If there are eight lamps 
placed to a block, and if the lamps are 
nm on less number of hours schedule, 
as Mr. Wood proposed, it will still cost 
six times as much 10 light 
Calhoun 


street as it now costs, or the sum of 
53,180 for ten blocks instead of $530.- 
The arc lamp'system will afford no fa- 
cilities whatever for securing a dollar' 
of revenue from commercial service for 
the city 'plant, it being operated from 
a direct current line, which cannot''be ' 
used for anything- else but' running the" 
arc lamps. It therefore follows that 
the entire expense of .operating the arc 
lamp system will "have to be met by 
corresponding additional appropriations 
•of money to street lighting account, or 
else paid for out of the surplus earn- 
ings of the city's plant. 


The tungsten 
ornamental 
system, 


however, as before explained, will not 
only be self-supporting, but will be the 
means of largely increasing the' earn-' 
ings of. the city plant. The tungsten 
system will be-the means of further 
increasing the number of street lights 
in outlying districts, while the arc lamp 
system'will tnean concentrating them 
in the downtown district. Much more 
might be said on the subeject, but I 
believe the above is sufficient.

TALKS IN NEW YORK 


New York, April 28.—Three notable 


addresses were delivered last night at 
the joint banquet of the American 
Newspaper Publishers' association and 
the Associated Press at the V/sOdorf- 
Astorla. 


President Taft and William Barton 


Northrup, of Canada, devoted their en- 
tire time to views upon the Canadian 
reciprocity treaty. 


The address of Ambassador Zama- 


cona, of Mexico, reviewed the tribula- 
tions of the Central American repub- 
lic and cited the need of aid from the 
United States- and the Influence which 
might be derived from the 
different 


American press associations. 


Present* United States View. 


President Taft devoted the greater 


part of his address to the Canadian 
reciprocity agreement. On this sub- 
ject he said In part: 
- 


"I am glad to have the opportunity 


of speaking to a body which fully rep- 
resents the most Important agencies 
for th« formation of public opinion in 
this country, upon a question which 
has now reached a critical point In Its 
settlement. Tho. agreement in a com- 
mercial one and affects the duties on 
imports from each country into the 
other, and therefore It is difficult to. say 
that a detailed., discussion 
of tariff 


schedules IB not relevant and import- 
ant In considering its wisdom. • But 
the general commercial, economic and 
social arguments In Its \favor are so 
convincing that I may .be pardoned if 
I do not dwell on specific rates. 


"The treaty provides for free trade 


In all agricultural products, and In 
rough lumber down to the point of 
planing. It reduces the duties on sec- 
ondary food products by a very sub- 
stantial percentage, and it makfes such 
reductions on a number of manufac- 
tured articles that those engaged In 
making them have assured us that the 
.reductions will substantially increase 
the already large Canadian demand for 
them. .

Refused Free Trade. 


"We tendered to the Canadian com- 


missioners absolute free trade in all 
products of either country, manufac- 
tured or natural, but the Canadian 
commissioners did not feel justified in 
going so far. It is only reasonable to 
Infer, therefore, that with respect to 
these articles upon which they refuse 
free trade to us, they felt that the pro- 
fitable price at which they could be 
sold by our manufacturers In Canada 
was less than the-price at which their 
manufacturers could afford to sell the 
same, either to their own people or 
to us. 
/ 


"Hence it follows that their refusal 


to agree to free trade In these articles 
as we proposed Is the strongest kind 
of evidence that, it we should take oft 
the existing duty from such articles 
coming into the United States, it would 
not affect in the slightest degree the 
price at which those articles could be 
furnished to tile public here. 


"Thus the reason why meats were 


not put on the .free list In this Cana- 
dian agreement was because Canada 
felt that the competition of our pack- 
ers would Injuriously affect the prod- 
ucts ot their packing houses. If that 
be true, how would it help our con- 
sumer or lower the price ot meat in 
our markets, if we let their meat in 
free, while they retained a duty on our 
meat? 


"The same thing Is .true of flour. And 


yet gentlemen Insist that the farmer 
has been unjustly treated because we 
haven't put Canadian flour and meat 
on the free list. And It is proposed to 
satisfy the supposed grievance of the 
farmers by now doing so without any 
compensating concession from Canada. 


Has Serious Phase. 


/'This proposal would be legislation 


passed tor 
political platform 
uses, 


without1 accomplishing any real good. 


"In another aspect, however, the ef- 


fect, of the proposal might be serious. 
Of course a mere reduction 
of our 


tariff, or the putting of any article on 
our free list, without insisting on a 
corresponding change in the Canadian 
tariff, will not interfere with the con- 
tract as made with Canada. 


"But it we do make such conces- 


tosethcr, as on the whole, the condi- 
tions are substantially the same. In 
prices of farm land the differences are 
no greater between Canada and the 
United States than between the differ- 
ent slates in the United States. 
In 


the matter ot farm wages, 
on 
the 


whole, they are about the same. 


"it is said this is an agreement that 


affects agricultural products more than 
manufactured. That is true, but If we 
are to have an interchange of products 
between the two countries of any sub- 
stantial amount, the chief part of it 
must necessarily be in agricultural 
products. As It is, we export to Can- 
Jirta more agricultural products than 
we receive from her, and so It will be 
afterward. 


"The effect is not going, In my Judg- 


ment, to lower the specific prices of 
agricultural products in our country. 
It is going to steady them and It Is 
going to produce an interchange ot 
products at a profit which will be ben- 
eflclal to both countries. 


"If objection can be made to the 


treaty on the ground that a particular 
class will derive less benefit from it 
than other classes, then it is the man- 
ufacturers of the country who ought 
to object, because the treaty, in its na- 
ture, will not enlarge his market as 
much as it will that of the farmer. 


"I am quite aware that, from one 


motive or another, a great deal of ef- 
fort and money have been spent in 
sending circulars to farmers to con- 
vince them that this Canadian treaty, 
if adopted, will do them injury. I do 
not know that it is possible to allay 
such fears by argument, pending the 
consideration of the treaty by the sen- 
ate. But there is one way—and that a 
conclusive way—of demonstrating the 
fallacy and unfounded 
character of

• "There is no obligation on either na- 
tion to continue the reciprocity ar- 
rangement any longer than it desires, 
and it it be found by actual practice 
that there is an injury, and a perma- 
nent injury, to the farmers of 'this 
country, everybody knows that they 


sions, without' any consideration on i can sufficiently control legislation to 
the part of Canada, after the contract 
has- been tentatively agreed upon by 
those authorized to make contracts 
for ratification In both governments, 
then we are in danger of creating an 
obligation against us In favor of all 
the other foreign countries with whom 
we vhave existing treaties containing 


called the 'favored -nation' 
what is 
clause. 


"This clause has been construed by 


our statesmen not to involve us in 
an obligation to extend a privilege to 
all nations^which we confer upon one 
nation in consideration of an equally- 
valuable privilege received from th.it 
one nation. 


"But the serious question thatwouid 


arise.is whether, now that the con- 
tract has been 
tentatively 
agreed 


upon and Is about to be confirmed by 
Canada, if we should grant to Canada 
more than the contract requires, we 
could claim that this extra conces- 
sion was_ not a jjiira gratuity and one 
which was necessarily extended to a\l 
other nations under the favored na- 
tion clause. 


Obligations Doubtful. 


"There are ' two oblections, there- 


fore, to inserting in the bill confirm- 
ing this Canadian contract, additions 
to our free list from Canada. 
The 


first is that they are a concession 
that is of no value to those whom it 
is proposed to propitate by adopting 
it, and the second is that It may in- 
volve us .indirectly in a doubtful ob- 
ligation in respect to trade with other 
countries. If we desire to put meat 
and- flour and other commodities on 
the free list for the entire world, that 
is one thing; we can do it with our 
eyes open and with a knowledge of 
what it entails, after an investiga- 
tion, but to put such a provision in a 
Canadian treaty and then have it op- 
erate as a free 
list tor 
the entire 


world 
is legislation necessarily ill- 


considered. 


"Mor-e than 
this, 
these proposed 


gratuitous concessions are in the na- 
ture of an admission that in some way 
or other we have don^c an injury to ?. 
particular class by this Canadian rec- 
iprocity agrpsment. 
I deny it. It is 


said that it injures the farmers-, I 
deny it. It is strictly in accordance 
with the protective principle that we 
should only have a protective tariff 
between us and countries In which 
the conditions are so dissimilar as lo 
make a difference in the cost of pro- 
duction. 


Advantage With United States. 


. "Now. it is known of ail men that 
the general conditions that prevail in 
Canada are the same as those which 
obtain iti the United States in th.c 
matter ot agricultural products. 
In- 


deed, if there is any advantage, the 
advantage is largely on the side of 
the United "States, because we hav? 
much greater variety ot product, in 
view of the varieties of our climate, 
than they can have in Canada.. 


"We raise cotton as no other coun- 


try docs: of course, they raise none in 
Canada. 


"We raise corn nnd hogs and cattle 


fed on corn and. with the exception of 
a very small part of the acreage of 
Canada, in Ontario, it is not possible 
to raise corn at all In the Dominion. 


"With respect 10 wheat and barley 


and pa!?, condition? differ in different 
parts of Canada, and In different parts 
of the United States. 


bring about a change and a return 
to the old conditions. Those of us who 
are responsible for the Canadian treaty 
are willing and anxious to subject it 
to that kind of a test. 


Increases Resources. 


"Another and a very conclusive rea- 


son for closing the contract is the op- 
portunity which it gives us to increase 
the supply ot our natural resources, 
which, with the wastefulness of chil- 
dren, we have wantonly exhausted. 
Tlie timber resources of Canada, which 
will open themselves to us inevitably 
under the operation of this agreement, 
are now apparently inexhaustible, and 
we may derive ample supplies o£ tim- 
,ber from Candian sources, to the profit 
ot Canada and for our own benefit. 
There are 
other 
natural 
resources 


which I need not enumerate' which 
will become available to us, as if our 
own, 
if we adopt and maintain com- 


mercial union with Canada. 


Benefits Will Increase. 


"As between Canada and tne United 


States, the trade and the mutual bene- 
fit from the trade will increase. It is 
amusing, and I am not sure that it 
has not some elements o£ consolation 
in it, to find that all the buncombe 
and all of the exaggeration and mis- 
representation in politics and all of the 
political ghosts are not confined to our 
own country, and that, there has en- 
tered into tlie discussion in Canada, as 
a reason for defeating the adoption ot 
this contract by the Canadian parlia- 
ment, a fear that we desire to annex 
the dominion,' and 
the 'dreams of 


Americans with irresponsible imagina- 
tions, who like to talk o£ the starry 
flag floating from Panama to the pole, 
are exhibited by the opponents of the 
Canadian treaty in Canada as the 
declaration of a real policy by this 
country and as an announcement of 
our purpose to push political control 
over our neighbor of the north. 


"I am not an anti-imperialist, but I 


have had considerable experience in 
the countries over v.-nich we have as- 
sumed temporary control. 
I rjn 
unt 


know when that control will end, but I 
do know that, in respect to those 
countries, we have taken over heavy 
duties and obligations, the weight of 
which ought to destroy any tempta- 
tion to further acquisition of territory. 


Annexation is Bosh. 


"It would be invidious to institute ;> 


comparison between the government oC 
Canada and this country, but there is 
one part of our jurisdiction and that 


of Canada that come together suf- 
ficiently close to enable the Canadians 
and ourselves to realize that the sam- 
ple of government that we exhibit is 
not alluring:. I refer to the control by 
Canada of her northwest territory- 
The talk of annexation is bosh. Every 
one who knows anything about 
it 


realizes that it is bosh. 


"Canada is a great, strong youth, 


anxious to test his muscles, rejoicing 
in the race he Is ready to run. The 
United States has all it can attend to 
with the territory It Ls now governing, 
and to make the possibility of the an- 
nexation of Canada to the 
United 


States a basis for objection to any 
steps toward their greater economic 
and commercial union should be treat- 
ed as one of the jokes of the platform 
and should not enter into consideration 
of serious men engaged In solving a 
serious problem. 


"The Canadian contract has passed 


the house.. substantially as adopted 
and In such form that If adopted in the 
same way by the senate It would go 
Into effect as soon as the bill now 
pending in the Canadian parliament 
shall be passed by that parliament. 


"I desire to express my high appre- 


ciation of the manner in which the 
present house of representatives has 
treated the reciprocity agreement. It 
has not 'played'politics.' It has taken 
tiie statesmanlike course In respect to 
it. 


"I am very hopeful that the senate 


will treat the agreement in the same 
way and 
that 
no amendments will 


there be added to the bill. 
For the 


reasons given I think they are dan- 
gerous. ' 


"ll may be that the Canadian con- 


tract does not 
go 
fair enough. In 


making it we were limited by the re- 
luctance of Canada to go as far as we 
would wish to have it go, but the 
fact that it does not go far enough Is 
the poorest reason for not going as 
far as we can. \V*e were making a 
contract; we were balancing consid- 
eration; we were not1 making a gen- 
eral tariff law or a general tariff re- 
vision. 


"It was no part-of our duty to re- 


duce the tariff generally in this con- 
tract with other countries. It that is 
to be done, and if there is a sincere 
desire.to have it done, then it ought 
to be done by separate legislation. 


"I appeal to this company, repre- 


senting as it does the press of the 
United States, to see to It that it is 


made clear to the public that thla 
contract ought to stand or fall by Iis 
own terms, and that its passage or 
defeat ought not to be affected in any 
regard by other amendments to the 
tariff law. 
" 
J 


"I 'think there Is a general aenti- 


ment now in favor of revising the 
tariff, schedule by schedule, and ft 
making this revision dependent on ex- 
act Information as to each schedule, 
gathered 
by impartial investigators. 


To amend this Canadian contract and 
to make Its passage dependent on oth- 
er tariff legislation, Is to take the old 
method of tariff revision character- 
ized, not without reason, as a. local Is- 
sue. 


"I have «ald that this was a critical 


time in the solution of the question of 
reciprocity. H is critical because un- 
less It Is now decided favorably to 
reciprocity, it Is exceedingly proba,b!e 
that no such opportunity will «ver 
again come to the United States. The, 
forces which are at work in England 
and In Canada to separate her by * 
Chinese wall from the United Statei. 
and to make her part of an imperial 
commercial band reaching from Enf- 
land around the world to England 
again, by a system of preferential 
tariffs, will derive an * Impetus from 
the rejection ot the treaty, and if w» 
would have reciprocity with all the 
advantages that I have described, and 
that I earnestly and sincerely believe 
will follow its adoption, we muat take 
It now or give It up forever."

year ago lor a pension system for the 
Nickel Plate employes who through 
age or disability are unable to icon- 


. tlnue longer in the service will be 


given impetus at a meeting in Vordcr- 
mark's -hall Sunday1 afternoon which 
is expected by the projectors to end 
successfully. 
This meeting has been 


called for the purpose of formulating 
a petition to the board of managers for 
a pension system similar to tlio one 
now in operation on the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Central and other rail- 
'•way properties controlled by the New 
York Central. It is proposed to have 
the pension system reach every em- 
ploye of the company, from the pres- 
ident down to the most humble labor- 
er, and the men back of the movement 
•want to see a large number of em- 
ployes at the meeting Sunday after-

ers and to authorize the payment of 
pensions. 


Employes attaining the age of 70 


shall be retired, those having been con- 
tinuously In service for ten or more 
years to receive a pension; disability 
at any ago to entitle an employe to a 
pension, providing he has been in the 
service twenty or more years; the rate 
of pension to be computed on tho basl: 
of one per cent of the average month- 
ly pay for the ten years Immediate- 
ly preceding retirement; pensions to 
be paid monthly; leave of absence 
suspension for discipline or on account 
of reduction of force shall not be con- 
sidered a break in the continuity of 
service nor deprive the person affect- 
ed of pension privileges if he is other- 
wise eligible, and the acceptance of 
pension allowance shall not debar a 
retired 
employe from 
engaging in 


other Tjusiness, but such person shal 
not re-enter the service of the com- 
pany. 


This petition will be given circula- 


tion among the employes afl along the 
line and all are expected to sign It 
It -will then be placed in the hands o 
the board of directors, who will no 
doubt taken action upon it at their 
next meeting. 
The result will 


awaited -with considerable interest.
